Desr Mr. Lummis: 


We have your favor of October 22, which is in 
reply to a letter by Mr. Birchard, and in his absence, 
we are writing merely to acknowledge your letter and to 
say that he will write you on his return. We judge 
that what he is after is a few authentic Spanish American 
folk songs suitable for use in a school song book for the 
5th and 6th grades. 5 We are making such a book just now 
and have excellent gamples of folk songs from about fifty 
different racial groups, but have nothing especially 
characteristic of the Spanish American type. 


The book we refer to is in no sense a collection 
of folk songs, but we find that such material, especially 
when we have the advantage of free translation, adds 
greatly to the interest of school music. Our aim is to 
reproduce with the music, the original sense and spirit 
of the text wherever it is suitable for school use, which 
of course, is not always the case. 


With regard to your book and your plans for issuing 
others, we think Mr. Birchard will be interested to write 
you again on this phase of the subject. The book that 
you have already pyblished ought to find some good channel 
of distribution in the East, but we would suggest a "Trade" 
House like Ditson or Schirmer, as having outlets for pub- 
lication of this kind through their retail distributing . 
agencies.
